After a press conference that BBC Enterprises held in 
London in May to announce to the nation's media that 
1993 was Doctor Who's Thirtieth Anniversary a wave of 
interest was sparked which finally enabled BBC 
Enterprises to get the go-ahead to resurrect the world's 
longest-running science-fiction series. 

BBC TV, with BBC1 now under the auspices of Who- 
friendly controller Alan Yentob, are also involved with 
the project, confirming that the programme, rather than 
just being a video release, will be transmitted at the end 
of November on BBC television (but probably not on 
Anniversary Day, 23rd November as this will be Budget 
Day). 

Provisionally entitled The Dark Dimension, the story is 
a ninety-plus minute drama, made entirely on location 
and shot on 16mm film. All five surviving Doctors have 
been asked to appear, but unlike previous anniversary 
adventures, The Three Doctors (1972/3) and The Five 
Doctors (1983), it seems unlikely that a story will be 
contrived to bring the five incarnations together. Instead 
it seems the script will give each Doctor their own 
storylines, culminating in a grand finale. 

The special is a co-production between the BBC TV 
Drama Department and BBC Enterprises, with BBC 
Enterprises Senior Producer Penny Mills co-producing 
the programme alongside a producer from BBC 
television. 

The director for the special is Graeme Harper. Harper 
has worked on Doctor Who many times before, initially 
as a production manager and latterly as the director of 
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Probably the most requested Doctor Who 
Strip so far, The Tides of Time marked the 
entry of the Fifth Doctor into the strip 
canon. Written by Steve Parkhouse with 
art by Dave Gibbons, this version has been 
newly coloured by Paul Vyse. Originally

From Kleptons to Cat Litter — John Ainsworth concludes the historical 
overview of the Doctor Who comic strips. After nearly thirty years of 
good, bad and ugly strips, what future does the Seventh Doctor have 


beyond television? 


s the Eighties drew to a close, 

Doctor Who on television was only a 

tep away from possible limbo. At 

Marvel though, things looked rather 
healthier for the Doctor. 

Midway through the run of Nemesis of 
the Daleks in Doctor Who Magazine, 
Marvel launched a new title: The 
Incredible Hulk Presents. This weekly 
paper for young children was edited by 
Andy Seddon and entirely comprised four 
comic strips. As well as The Incredible Hulk 
himself there was Action Force, Indiana 
Jones and Doctor Who. The five-page Doctor 
Who strip was the only one of the four titles 
to be in black and white. 

Doctor Who in The Incredible Hulk 
Presents featured, amongst others, some 
familiar names in its writer and artist cred- 
its, all of whom had previously worked on 
the Doctor Who strip in Doctor Who 
Magazine. These included John Freeman, 
Dan Abnett and Simon Furman on the writ- 
ing front and artists John Ridgway, Cam 
Smith and Geoff Senior. The stories were a 
mixture of one and two-part adventures 
and for the most part were rather lighter in 
tone and more humorous than those in 


1 Who e. 
At the outset, it had been decreed that 
the Doctor Who strips in The Incredible 
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Hulk Presents would be reprinted in 
Doctor Who Magazine in between it’s 
own stories. The powers that be at Marvel 
UK realised that the readerships of both 
magazines would not necessarily overlap 
and reprinting the strips seemed to be a 
simple and economical way of making the 
most of their Doctor Who material. 
However, the editor of Doctor Who 
Magazine, John Freeman, was not very 
happy with this decision. As editor, John 
wanted to give his strip a clear direction 
and was not keen to have his serials regu- 
larly interspersed with stories over which 
he had no editorial control. 

However, as it transpired, Incredible 
Hulk Presents was to last only twelve 
issues. The two-part Hunger from the Ends 
of Time! was the only strip to be reprinted 
in Doctor Who Magazine, in Issues 157 
and 158. By the time of it’s cancellation 
with Issue 12, the Doctor Who strip for 
Issue 13 of Incredible Hulk Presents had 
already been completed. This unused one- 
part story was later run in Doctor Who 


Magazine Issue 162 under the title of 
Doctor Conkerer! 

Following the apocalyptic Nemesis of the 
Daleks in Doctor Who Magazine, Paul 
Cornell made his debut as a strip writer in 
Issue 156 with the one-part Stairway to 
Heaven. Cornell would go on to write sev- 
eral more adventures for Doctor Who 
Magazine and was to play an important 
guiding role in the Doctor’s literary future. 


INSECTOIDS 

Train-Flight, a three-part story commenc- 
ing in Issue 159, reintroduced Sarah Jane 
Smith into the strip for a special, one- story- 
only appearance. Meeting the Seventh 
Doctor for the first time, the two old friends 
do battle with the insectoid Kalik and save 
the day. 

It had been ten years since Sarah had 
appeared in the comic strip. John Freeman 
was keen to entwine the continuity of the 
strip adventures and the television series 
and had approached Elisabeth Sladen for 
permission to use her likeness for the char- 
acter she once played. Sarah is seen to be 
living in London and now claims to have “a 
successful career .. . with commitments.” 

When Sarah enquiries whether the 
Doctor is travelling alone now, he tells her 
that his companion, Ace is “back in the cre- 
taceous period.” This apparently throw 
away remark was inspired by a conversa 
tion between the Doctor and Ace in the 
television adventure, The Happiness Patrol, 
and would be developed further in future 
issues. 

As an aside, Episode One of Train-Flight 
carries the unusual byline, “With thanks to 
London Buses and British Rail for refer- 
ence material.” 

Issue 161 featured the ‘ost’ Incredible 
Hulk Presents story, Doctor Conkeror! 
and also an illustrated text story by Andy 
Lane, Living in the Past. This adventure 
saw the Doctor travelling to the Cretaceous 
period to collect Ace. With this issue, Ace 
would become the Doctor’s regular com. 
panion in all of his adventures. 

John Freeman was keen to present a 
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mixture of strip and text stories in Doctor 
Who Magazine. However, the text adven- 
tures were not to prove particularly popular 
and after Issue 163’s Teenage Kicks by Paul 
Cornell, the idea was dropped. Freeman 
later reworked the concept of the text sto- 
ries in the form of the Brief Encounters. 
These short, principally continuity-based 
stories appeared from Issue 167 onwards 
and were not a part of the ongoing strip 
adventures. 


COUNTRY PRACTICE 

The three-part Fellow Travellers which 
began in Issue 164 was to be the first of 
several adventures to be scripted by 


Andrew Cartmel. As the latest script editor, 


to work on Doctor Who, Cartmel’s uniqué 


interpretation of the programme’s concept: 


had been very much in evidence in the last 
three seasons of the programme. Ca 

envisioned the Doctor as being a dar 
mysterious and potentially dangerous i 
vidual.

With Fellow Travellers, Cartmel’s 
ing story is superbly coupled with the’s 
bre art of Arthur Ranson who was nev 
the strip. Ranson’s excellent work 
appeared in the pages of Look 
2000AD and has recently been vo 
the year’s best UK artist by the readet 
Comic Wonld. 

In Fellow Travellers, Cartmel introdu 
the idea that the Doctor has a country r 
dence somewhere in England, a conc 
that he would return to in the fut 
Probably without realising it, Cartmel 
drawn on the comic strip’s own past re 
ing the adventures of the Third and Fo 
Doctor who on occasions inhabited a

In 1976, during the closi 
The Masque of Mandragora on te 
the Fourth Doctor had told his companion 
Sarah that the Mandragora Helix would 
have a further opportunity to attack the 
Earth “towards the end of the twentieth 
century.” Now, in 1990, the time was ideal 
for a sequel. The Mark of Mandragora was 
to be the next big strip story. 

Paving the way for this adventure which 
would commence in Issue 169 were two 
‘prologues’. Both were to last only three 
pages rather than the usual seven and both 
had their own individual titles; Darkness 
Falling in Issue 167 and Distractions in 168. 


IN THE NEWS 

The same two issues carried the two- part 
article Stripped for Action? which made up 
somewhat for the diminished page count 
of the main strip. The main feature of the 
articles was the presentation of an incom- 


0 strip story entitled, 
ar of the Deep. As the article in Issue 
; xplained, this adventure, drawn by 
Gerry Dolan and scripted by John 
Freeman, was the result of an abortive 
attempt to sell Doctor Who as a newspaper 
strip. As the strip was not picked up by any 
of the national newspapers, only the first 
twelve episodes exist. Accompanying 
Terror of the Deep in Issue 168 was an arti- 
cle that bravely attempted to place all of the 
Marvel Doctor Who strips within the 
chronology of the programme. 

The strip returned to its normal page 
count in Issue 169 and The Mark of 
Mandragora got underway. The artist for 
the new strip and both its prologues was 
Lee Sullivan, whose illustrations were 
given a much darker feel by inker, Mark 
Farmer. Like Ridgway before him, Sullivan 
had fun illustrating the interior of the 
TARDIS, depicting scenes that would be 
quite beyond the meagre budgets of the

television series. 

At one point during their explorations of 
the TARDIS, the Doctor and Ace stumble 
across the Malevilus, Magog who had 
been imprisoned within the TARDIS by 
the Fourth Doctor as far back as Issue 8 of 
Doctor Who Weekly. 

The Mark of Mandragora also featured 
the return of UNIT to the strip, the military 
organisation that had featured in many of 
the Doctor’s television adventures. The 
story was topped and tailed by cameo 
appearances of Brigadier Lethbridge- 
Stewart who had appeared in almost all of 
the stories featuring UNIT on television. 
Nicholas Courtney had given permission 
for the use of his likeness on the condition 
that the character only appeared for a few 
frames. 


BONJAXXED 


The next adventure was a light-hearted 
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one-part story scripted by the current edi- 
tor of Doctor Who Magazine, Gary 
Russell. Russell’s script debut tells of the 
Doctor and Ace’s arrival at Bonjaxx’s birth- 
day party on Maruthea. The Doctor had 
been attempting to get to this party on and 
off for many issues past, and Russell decid- 
ed that it was time he made it. 

It would seem that just about everybody 
attends Bonjaxx’s party including The 
Freefall Warriors, Doctor Asimoff, Shayde, 
a Klingon, the Daleks, a female Silurian, 
Deathshead, Ablsom Daak, a Meep and 
Captain Britain! Perhaps the most surpris- 
ing attendees though were one of the 
Doctor’s future regenerations and his com- 
panion, Ria. Russell had taken these two 
characters from a series of fan-produced 
audio plays that he had been involved in. 
Photographs of the actors, Nicholas Briggs 
and Heather Barker, were given to artist 
Mew es to use as the character’s like- 


aie 174 of Doctor Who Magazine 
was heralded as a ‘TARDIS Special’. In 
keeping with this theme The Chameleon 
Factor, a five-page strip by Paul Cornell 
related how the TARDIS acquired a new 
look control room. Woven into the tale, 
which revolves around the Doctor's myste- 
rious ring, is a flashback appearance of the 
Second Doctor and his companions Ben 
and Polly. 
Published at about this time was the 
Who Summer which was 
the first of the magazine’s seasonal releas- 
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es to feature the appearance of the Doctor 
in an original strip story. Seaside 
Rendezvous covered only four pages and 
the writer was, once again, Paul Cornell. 
The adventure pitted the Doctor against a 
form of living sand, tenuously connecting it 
aie television story The Stones of 


Back in the regular Doctor Who 
Magazine, Andrew Cartmel made a return 
as writer in Issue 175 with episode one of 
the four-part The Good Soldier. For some 
unexplained reason, the TARDIS has been 
transformed into a fifties sports car and the 
Doctor and Ace find themselves con- 
fronting the Cybermen. 

Following John Freeman’s one-part A 
Glitch in Time in Issue 179 came episode 
one of Andrew Cartmel’s Evening’s Empire. 
Artist Richard Piers Rayner, a newcomer to 
Doctor Who, provided some excellent, fine- 
ly detailed illustrations for the story. 

Unfortunately, episode one of Evening’s 
Empire is all that has been published to 
date. Due to a combination of production 
difficulties and artwork lost in the post, the 
remaining five parts could not be printed. 
Happily though, two years later, a complete 
and expanded Evening’s Empire will finally 
be published as a Holiday Special in 
Autumn 1993. 

Due to the unexpected loss of Evening’s 
Empire a hole was made in the schedule of 
the strip. This four-issue gap was bridged 
with reprints of strips from previous edi- 
tions of Doctor Who Weekly and Doctor 
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Who Magazine. 

The one new story to appear in this hia- 
tus was Issue 183’s Conflict of Interests. This 
episode did not feature the Doctor and 
depicted an isolated conflict between a 
group of Sontarans and a Foreign Hazard 
Duty team. 

Normal service was resumed with Issue 
185 with the return of the Doctor and Ace 
in The Grief. This three-part story was writ- 
ten by Dan Abnett and was highly reminis- 
cent of the Alien films. 


NEW ADVENTURES 

The Grief was followed by Andrew 

Cartmel's controversial Ravens. The exces- 

sive violence and elements of witchcraft in 

the story were felt by several of Doctor 
io Magazine's readers to be a taboo 

area for Doctor Who. 

By now, Virgin Books had begun pub- 
lishing their own series of original novels 
following on from where the series had left 
off on television in 1989. Ravens is set with- 
in the time-frame of Cartmel’s own 
Warhead novel which is why Ace is not pre- 
sent in the story. 

Editor John Freeman had by now made 
an agreement with Virgin Books to dove- 
tail the new novels and the comic strip 
together. To fit in with these plans it was 
necessary to write Ace out of the strip for a 
while and introduce the new companion, 
Bernice who had been created by Paul 
Cornell for his novel, Love and War.
